187J, President Olddinga declined a re- 
election and R. S. Prescott was chosen to 
the office, which ho lllle-d until 1881, 
when advancing years led him to send In 
his resignation 
He was succeeded by 


Hon. Henry Lord, who filled the position 
with signal ability for thirteen years. At 
the commencement of the present year 
Mr. Lord declined re-election aiid Chas. 
S. Pearl was elevated to the Presidency, 
Mr. Pearl having previously shown a 
zealous Interest in the organization by 
his efficient labors as Secretary for tlie 
ten years from 1881 to 1891. The ofllce of 
Treasurer was held continuously by Hon. 
B. C. Hatch up to the time of hts death, 
when the present Incumbent, J. Q Clark, 
was chosen. The Secretaryship has been 
held successively by B. F. Teflt, H>&ry 
Loid,J. D Waireti, C. S. Pearl and E. 
M. Blanding. The other offices of the 
Board Jiave undergone many changes, 
due to resignation and removals, many 
of the more prominent of the early mem- 
bers having been taken away by death. 


It was decided In 187(1 to change the 


form of tho organisation to a corpora- 
tion, and in Its corporative capacity to bo 
known as the Bangor Board ot Trade, 
iubjeet to the statute laws of the State 
an other incorporations.
